The course of the Colorado River 


Is through American and Mexican ter- 
ritory. 
Mexico has jurisdiction over 


the delta of that river and some two 
hundred miles of its lower cpurse. 


Government of 
the 
United 


States is preparing- to appropriate the 
waters of the Colorado, for the purpose 
of reclaiming from aridity lands 
Arizona and the deserts of Southern 
California. 
The extent to which our 


Government may appropriate and use 
these waters is a question which may 
involve 
some 
complicated relations 


with our neighboring republic. 


The legislation which led up to the 
l.idsden purchase, 
was designed to 


acquire 
the mouth of the Colorado 


River and, therefore, to have full con- 
trol of that stream. The commission- 
ers appointed by the United States 
supposed that "the1 territory described 
by the treaty, which resulted in the 
acquisition of that portion of our ter- 
ritory, included the Colorado River. 


The treaty was ratified by both gov- 


ernments .and a commission was ap- 
pointed to survey and delineate the 
territory on the ground. To the sur- 
prise of every one. we had made no 
considerable acquisition of territory on 
the banks of the Colorado. 
But one 


of the covenants of that treaty provid- 
ed that the Government of the United 
States should not so use the water of 
the Colorado River as to Impair its 
navigability.
